This Measure, Similar to the Ruby Bill 
Passed by the House, Is Preferred to 
the Latter—The Anti-Pool-Selling Bill 
Advanced—The House Passes the Bill 
for Semi-Monthly Payment of W ages

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 27.—[Special.|—

| THE PRESIDENT DECLARES ‘AGAINST 


- RAILROAD LAND-GRABBING. 


Secretary Lamar Receives Instructions as 
to How He Shall Proceed in the Prem- 
ises—The Charges. Against Collector See- 
berger—Making War on Oleomargarine— 
Fitting Out the Militia—Miscellaneous 
News from the National Capital. 


Wasmxorox, D. C., April 27.—The Presi-. 
dent has sent to the Secretary of the Inte - 


rior the following létter in relation to the con- 
troversy between Guilford L. Miller, a set- 
tler, and a railroad corporation, involving 
the ownership of certain lands:

certain public land in Washington Territory.

The 
ruilroad company contends that this land is 
within the territory or area from which it was 
entitled to select such a quantity of public land 
as might be necessary to supply ms deficienc 
that shonld be found to exist in the specifi 
land mentioned in a grant by the Government to 
said company in aid of the construction of the 
road, such deficiency being contemplated as 
likely to arise from the paramount right of pri- 
vate parties and settlers within the territory em- 
bracing said nted lands, and that the land in 
dispute was thus selected by the company the 
19th day of December, 1883. 

A large tract including this land was with- 
drawn by an order of the Interior Department 
from sale and from preémption and homestead 
entry in 1872 in anticipation of the construction 
of said raiiway and a deficiency in its nted 
lands.

THE LANSING IMPEACHMENT CASE. 


The Trial of Dakin Continued—Senatorial 
Contest in Florida. 

Lansing, Mich., April 27.—[Special.]—The 
trial of Representative Dakin was resumed 
this morning. The taking of testimony for 
the prosecution consumed the entire morn- 
ing session, the witnesses examined being 
Jay Smith, City Controller Crowler, and Ald. 
Tillotson, all of Saginaw, and all of whom 
corroborated ex-City-Attorney Eaton’s tes- 
timony given yesterday, in the afternoon 
Judge Holden opened for the defense, He 
claimed that Dakin had been more sinned 
against than sinning; that while he had done 
a very stupid act he had not de- 
signediy done anything wrong; 

Eaton had practically forced 

to check off names on roll-call; that Eaton’s 
rejection by the Saginaw City Council when 
renominated for City Attorney, a piece of 
work in which Dakin and his friend Fellows, 
then an Alderman, participated, was the 
cause of Eaton's interest in the matter; and 
that Eaton had been in Lansing not to aid in 
ssing the charter bill but to draw Dakin 
to a trap and ruin him politically. Ex-Ald. 
Fellows was placed on the st and stated 
it was understood that money was to 
used in entertainin members in 
a social way, and that none of 
it was to be used corruptly. He had been 
present at interviews held with Dakin, and 
at. no time had anything been said in refer- 
ence to improperly influencing members. No 
other witnesses were examined. It is the 
obvious intention of the attorneys for Dakin 
to drag the inquiry out as long as possible 
and to work up sympathy for their client.

Judge Cooley called 
the meeting to order and said that a large 
number of petitions had been received from 
railroads in this part of the country asking 
for exceptional orders under the Inter-State 
Commerce act, These orders could be made 
only upon evidence taken before the commus- 


sion. He said: 

We have come here to hear this evidence on 
the part of those who u the exceptional orders 
and those who oppose them. The evidence will 
be given under oath, just as if it were a judicial 
investigation, As the petitions are numerous 
and our time is limited we will have to map out 
a mode of procedure which will expedite mat- 
ters. It is desirable that persons und communi- 
ties shall concentrate their views, petitions, and 
tvicence. We do not expect to examine each 


tition by itself, but shall take them up to- 
ther, for the facts sustaining one petition are 
much the same as those supporting the others.

and rail competition. The witness said that 
to a great extent water rates controlied the 
rates of the railroads. He showed how rates 
on certain classes of freight would be affected 
if the long and short haul clause were en- 
forced. 

Sol Haas of Richmond, Va., agent of the 
Associated Roads of Virginia and the Caro- 
linas, testified that rates on his lines were 
controlled by the trunk lines and water 
routes. The only complaint had been from 
KN. points. 

J. M. Culp of the Louisville & Nashville 
Road said rates from the West to the South 
were controlled by ocean competition. The 
rates to various Southern cities were affected 
by water competition. Most Southern prod- 
ucts had to go long distances to market. 
The rate on pig iron from Birming- 
was satisfactory at

There were many reasons why Southern 
rouds were differently affected by the new 
law from Northern roads.

HURD’S MONSTROUS BILL. 
When H. B. Hurd’s Metropolitan Drainage 
bill was first presented to the public there 
Was strong suspicion that a sinister purpose 
was to be served by it. Many events which 
have occurred since have converted this sus- 
picion into belief, The events of the last 


bill have been acting in bad faith with the 
people of Chicago. In order to serve their 
selfish interests or to gratify their whims 
they are endeavoring to impose enormous 
and uncalled-for burdens on this city and its 
suburbs. They oppose every practicable 
plan looking to an improved drainage scheme 
for the Chicago district. 

The Hurd scheme is cumbrous and of 
doubtful constitutionality. It contemplates 
the creation of an additional taxing, borrow- 
mg, and spending commission which isto. 
be perpetual in Cook County. The bill | 
vests in the commission control of the water | 
system of Chicago and possession of the sur- 
plus earnings of the Water Office for a num- 
ber of years, amounting to $1,600,000. The 


greater than those conferred on the County 
Board, which can only collect 75 vents per 
$100 of assessment. The commission pro- 
posed, if created, will have power to tax to 
the extent of 1 per cent of the assessment, 
and may incur a bonded indebtedness equal 


to 5 per cent ot the same. The power of the 


commission to levy special taxes is unlimied. 
The absurdity of the proposals was pointed 
out in Tag Trisune when Mr. Hurd ex- 
plained the nature of his bill. But the meas- 
ure was to be submitted to a vote ef the peo- 
ple, and as its authors agreed that Mr. 
Winston’s bill should in effect be presented 
at the same time as the embodiment of an 
alternative scheme—simpler and better—and 
as it was desirable that there should be har- 
mony among the Cook County members at 
Springfield, criticism of the Hurd plan was 
not persisted in. 

The promoters of that plan have not kept 
faith. They have intrigued to defeat the 
Winston bill. They have consented to amend- 
ments to their own bill add enormous- 
ly wo the cost of th drainage 


sible commission and making vast internal 
improvements for the whole State of Illinois 
at the expense and to the detriment of Chi- 
cago. 

Last week the Hurd bill was amended by 
the Drainage Committee, with the consent 
and, indeed, at the -suggestion of Mr. Hurd | 
and Engineer Hering, so as to provide that 
Chicago shall pay for the construction of a 
canal of sufficient size and capacity to pro- 
duce a continuous flow [of water] through 
the same of not less than 600,000 cubic feet 
per minute,“ and to “maintain the same 
at all times at that capacity.” Such 
channel to have “a width of not less than 160 
| feet at the bottom andadepth of not less 
| than eighteen feet of water.“ Such a chan- 
nel would be deeper than the Chicago 

and float bigger craft than any which now 
enter the port of Chicago. 

It would be wider and carry a larger vol- 
ume ‘of water than the whole South Branch 
of the Chicago River, on the average, from 
Lake street to the pumping works. As the 
capacity of a channel can only be equal to 
the smallest part of it, the proposed new 
canal would have room for more water than 
the river could ever bring to it, except, 
possibly, fora day or two in the spring every 
fourth or fifth year, when there was a freshet. 
The new channel alone would cost $21,000,000, 
according to the estimate of Engineer Her- 
ing, and the volume of water passing 
through it would dilute the sewage of a dis- 
trict containing 3,338,000 inhabitants—more 
than three times the present population of the 
proposed drainage district. 

But this is not the only amendment that 
was tacked on last week. The following was 
added to Sec. 49, which refers to the control 
of the water power: 


Provided, that nothing in this act shall be con- 
strued into the right of any Board Commis- 
sioners of any metropolitan town organized 
under this act to take charge of, control, or let 
water power that may be created by th e con- 
struction of any sewer, drain, ditch, channel, or 
waterway except along such sewer, drain, ditch, 
——— or wa asmay be actually con- 

structed by said corporation for areiaage pur- 


The object of this amendment is obvious. 
It is designed to deprive the Chicago district 


power which it would pay for creating and 
which would begin just where the cutting of 
the channel ends—at a point below Lockport. 
The revised bill makes a present of this 
water power to the cormorants in Joliet and 
Peru who have been fighting every feasible 
plan of drainage for Chicago. Mr. Hurd not 
only consented to this amendment, but he 
suggested it in lieu of a less skillfully drafted 
one by Mr. Reiley of Joliet. 

Other amendments, increasing the cost of 
the work fully -$2,000,000, were added last 
week; and Tuesday evening an amendment 
was accepted providing that the drainage 
district shall pay for damages, specially as- 
sessed, before the operations shall begin which 
it is supposed may cause the damages. An- 
other amendment confers on the Legislature 
the power to confiscate the entire improve- 
ment whenever panic, self-interest, or preju- 
dice may suggest this course. 

The bill is a statutory monstrosity. Its adop- 
tion would entail on Chicago an ultimate ex- 
-penditure of at least $35,000,000, Mr. Engineer 
Hering said in an interview Tuesday that it 
would cost only about $25,000,000. In the re- 
port of his drainage commission he estimates 
the cost of what may be called the skeleton 
of the scheme at $27,950,000, Special aam- 
ages, the cost of side drains, sluices, exten- 
sions, and other details are not included in 
this aggregate. It is clear that Mr. Hering 
in his desire to bolster up the Hurd scheme 
does not know or does not care what he says. 
A little calculation with the assistance of 
some person who has analyzed the Hurd 
bill and its amendments thoroughly, and who 
knows something about the Constitution and 


scheme as proposed now would not cost less 
than our estimate of $35,000,000.

The question here is the same as in 
New York and other parts of the country— 
viz.; the taxation of the public to pay divi- 
dends on watered stock. The people are en- 
tirely willing to pay fair and equitable rates 
for telephone service, but they protest against 
permitting corporations which use public 
franchises to charge exorbitant rates in or- 
der to pay returns on fictitious capital. Pa- 
trong of the telephone object to the excess in 
the charges—the amount over and above a 
fair return on the capital actually invested. 
The investigation in New York shows 


clearly how telephone stocks have been 


watered and the charges put up from 40 to 80 
per cent above a reasonable standard. The 
local exchanges furnish the capital em- 
ployed, while the parent company--the Bell 
holds the watered stock. Leasing instruments 
which cost $8.42 at an average annual rental 
of $14, the Bell company aiso requires a heavy 
bonus in the stocks of the local exchanges, 
and as this bonus is seldom less than 30 per 
cent of the total capital of the subordinate 
company the exorbitant charges are easily 
explained. Telephone subscribers pay 
tribute every month to the chromo holders 
in Boston. Whenever an exchange develops 
a good business and an increased capacity to 
stand milking” the parent company calls for 
a “reorganization”? and more stock. For 
instance, the Buffalo exchange was reorgan- 
ized two or three years ago by increasing its 
stock from $300,000 to $600,000 and giving the 
Boston company $210,000, or 35 per cent, asa 
gift. This, together with the stock previous- 


sequent purchases, gave the Boston organiza- 
tion full control of the Buffalo exctiange. 
The local companies are at the mercy of the 
parent organization, which waters their stock 
for them whenever it sees fit and demands a 
bonus for permitting $3.42 telephones to be 
rented at 814 or more per annum. The thirst 
of the Bell company stock gluttons is un- 
quenchable. All efforts to appease it are un- 
availing. For the protection of the public, if 
not of the local companies themselves, the 
law should interfere and put a stop to the ex- 
tortions. If the Legislature is not controlled 
by boodle influences it will sit down on the 
telephone monopolists hard. 

The Bell company is now putting forward 
the claim that it cannot be controlled or limited 
in regard to the charges for the use of a 
patented article. This claim was fully con- 
sidered by the Indiana Supreme Court in the 
recent test case and exploded. The Judges 
clearly showed that a patent merely secured 
the invention itself from infringement by 
competitors, while its use was subject to regu- 
lation by the State whenever the device was 
devoted to a purpose in which the general 
public had an interest. There is no question 
that the States can regulate charges on all 
articles or devices devoted to a public use 
whether patented or not. The Legislatures 
have full authority to check the extortionate 
greed of the telephone monopoly, and the 
people, weary of supplying revenues on wa- 
tered stocks, demand that it be done. 


SCULLYISM AND GEORGEISM. 

A few days ago George Clarke, probably 
the largest land-owner in the State of New 
York, failed and made an assignment of all 
his property. The failure is a useful one, 
and will bless the communities concerned by 
releasing from the grasp of a single monopo- 
list land enough for a thousand homesteads, 
or 500 farms of 120 acreseach. Clarke’s ruin 
is traced directly to his mania forland. His 
father, an English emigrant, left Clarke a 
comfortable fortune and a fine hous, built 
at the head of Otsego Lake, in imitation of 
an oid English hall. Surrendering himself 
wholly. to an overmastering greed for 
land, Clarke reserved a few rooms 
in the mansion for his own use 
and allowed the remainder of the 
establishment to go to ruin. In some apart- 
ments the floors fell in, sleighs, and wagons, 
and grain were stored in the hall, and the 
place presented a general air of desolation.“ 
Meanwhile Clarke was putting forth every 
exertion to increase his land-holdings, mort- 
gaging one place to buy another, and meet- 
ing interest charges by making new loans, 
At the time of his long-delayed failure Clarke 
had acquired an enormous acreage in the 
Counties of Oneida, Greene, Madison, Che- 
nango, Fulton, Montgomery, and Dutchess, 
and his farm land alone was valued at $1,500,- 
000 if put under the hammer. 

In New York little regret is expressed over 
the failure of this greedy land monopolist, 
who had blighted whole townships by his un- 
appeasable hunger for realestate. As fast 
as he acquired land his wretched tenants 


acquisitions, and Clarke proved as great a 
scourge in a certain section of New York as 
Scully has been in Illinois, An account of 
Clarke’s operations says: 

Few improvements have been made on any of 
his farms. They are mostly inhabited by a poor 
class of tenants, and the land and buildings are 
allowed to go to wreck. Many farms which 
came into his possession were occupied by farm- 
ers who held long leases under manorial grants. 
When the compromise was-made with owners of 
this kind of property twenty years ago, during 
the anti-rent troubles, Mr. Clarke treated his 
tenants very harshly. umbers were turned out 
of doors in midwinter, and others experienced 
wrongs of a different character. The result was 
that the people rose against him. In 1870-75 fires 
on the Clarke farms were of frequent occurrence, 
but no.one was ever convicted of tne incendiar- 
ism. Fora period insurance companies refused 
to take risks on his property. 

Thus as one extreme inevitably produces 
the other, land monopoly leads to tenant 
serfdom, and brings Scullyism and George- 
ism around to the same point. George, by 
destroying private ownership of land and 
substituting Government landlordism, would 
simply reproduce on a large and extended 
scale the practices of Clarke in Néw York 
or Scully in Illinois. With the control of the 
land in the hands of the governmental or 
tax-eating class, official landlordism would 
devour the substance of all the soil would 
produce and levy on the State serfs to the 
full limit of endurance, thus removing all in- 
ducements for thrift, enterprise, and im-

In closing his address at Charleston Mr. 
Lamar had the hardihood w refer to the 
question of slavery, lest, he said, his silence 
should be taken as an admission that there 
was one part of Mr. Calhoun’s life of which 
eit is prudent for his friends to say nothing to 
“the present generation. Better far had Mr. 
Lamar heeded the suggestion of , prudence 
arising in his own mind than have proceeded 
to distort history and make assertions so out- 
rageously false and misleading that they can- 
not be suffered to pass without rebuke. Pict- 
uring Calhoun as a sincere, unwavering 
“champion of the reserved rights of the States 
and their sovereignty,”’ Mr. Lamar went on to 
assert that the South Carolinian never enter- 
tained in respect w “the constitutional 
status of slavery a sentiment not entertained 
by Henry Clay, John Quincy Adams, Daniel 
Webster, and all the eminent. statesmen of 
his time.“ Both statements are equally mis- 
leading and untrue. Calhoun, at the outset 
of his public life, inclined toward a liberal in- 
terpretation of the Constitution, and he 
turned to the State-sovereignty dogma only 
when he became convinced that it offered 
the surest means for protecting and defend- 
ing the system of African slavery in-the 
South. In respect to the mere legal question 
as to the status of slavery in the South under 
the Constitution as expounded by the Su- 
preme Court he may have coincided with 
Clay, Adams, and Webster, but in regard to 
the morality and propriety of human bondage 
he announced opinions which those patriotic 
statesmen would have rejected witn horror. 
Calhoun pronounced the system”? under 
which slave-dealers sold their own offspring 
on the auction block “a good, a positive 
good.” In one of his epecches in the Senate 
he said: 


I take higher ground. I hold that there has 
never yet existed a wealthy and civilized society 
in which one portion of the community did not, 
in point of fact, live on the labor of the other. 

„ There is, and always has been, in an ad- 
vanced stage of wealth and civilization a conflict 
between labor and capital. The condition of so- 
ciety in the South exempts us from the disorders: 
and dangers resulting from this conflict. And 
the experience of the next generation will fully 
test how much more favorable our condition of 
society is than that of the other sections, 


And yet by an evasive, cunningly-worded 
statement Mr. Lamar seeks to leave the im- 
pression that the inhuman and degrading 
doctrines of John C. Calhoun received the 
sympathy of Clay, Adams, and Webster! 
When did one of thése leaders by a word or 
syllable commit himself to the doctrine 
that capital should own labor and that slav- 
ery was the corner-stone of a properly-con- 
stitu society? Mr. Lamar insults the 

fory of the great dead when by an artful 
reference to the “constitutional status of 
slavery’ he seeks to create the impression 
that the patriots named had anything in com- 
mon with Calhounism. They loathed the 
barbarism which Calhoun defended and 
stamped under their feet the “ nuilification ”’ 
and disunion dogmas he fostered. They re- 
jected with horror and disgust the moral deg- 
radation and treason of Calhounism the 
twin doctrines that capital should own labor 
and that the Union might be destroyed by se- 
cession. 

Calhoun’s career is one for profound regret 
and possible pity—not for eulogy. Von Holst, 
„From 
‘“‘about 1830 to the day of his death Calhoun 
“was the very impersonation of the slavery 
question.“ Prostituting his energies of in- 
tellect and will to the service of a doomed 
and unholy cause he fomented secession, 
sowed the seeds of rebellion, and did more 
than any other one man to prepare for 
plunging his countrymen into fratricidal 
war. Charity seeks in vain for redeeming 
traits in the public career of John C. Calhoun. 
Silence is his best eulogy. He was a de- 
fender of barbarism and disunion—a rebel 
and at heart a traitor to hiscountry. His 
memory cannot be honored by attempts to 
drag others down or by distortions of historic 
truth. ae 


THE PRINTING CONSPIRACY. 

The investigation into the Springfield print- 
ing combine resulted in a complete verifica- 
tion of every material feature of the charge 
which set on foot the inquiry. Instead of 
being, as alleged, the inventions of malicious 
newspaper correspondents the statements 
proved to be exactly true. It is no longer 
possible to doubt that all the printing estab- 
Ushments at Springfield entered into a con- 
spiracy against the State. As the result of 
a deliberately-formed plan and in accordance 
with a contract which carefully observed the 
forms of law, while in palpable violation of 
the criminal code, every bid for the State 
printing, except the one by H. W. Rokker & 
Co., was a straw bid and the Rokker bid was 
at figures almost double those of two years 
ago. Within the scope of this statement lies 
the whole crime, with all its ramifications of 
guilt and liability to penalty. 

It is difficult to understand how Secretary 
cf State Dement and his associates, in award- 
ing the State printing, could accept the Rok- 
ker bid. They are not to blame for ignorance 
of the secret agreement between the con- 
spirators, although it would reguire no 
special penetration to see that something of 
the kind must have happened; out they 
should certainly have known that there was 
no excuse for any such enormous increase in 
the price of printing, and no expert testimony 


‘was necessary to show that there was rot- 


tenness somewhere when in. ali Springfield 
only one bona ide bid was put in, and that 
one at almost twice the figures of two years 
before. Tur Turn does not believe those 
officials were cognizant of the conspiracy, or 
could have been, but evidently they passed 
upon those bids with their thinking caps off. 
Treasurer Tanner seems te have been the 
only one of the board of award who had his 
wits about him. Wherever there exists just 
ground to suspect a conspiracy to rob the 
public the authorities should call a halt, and

OFFICIAL REPORTING. 

No less than twelve bills have been intro- 
duced in the present General Assembly au- 
thorizing each Circuit Court Judge to appoint 
an Official reporter at $% a day to take down 
testimony in shorthand. This is an old steal. 
In 1877 a similar proposition came near get- 
ting through the Legislature. One of the 
bills in this latest batch has passed the House 
and is now on second reading in the Senate. 
Its enactment would involve a public burden 
of about 890, 000, and prove a great hardship 
often upon litigants. The lawyers of the Legis- 
lature may think it would be a fine thing if 
the testimony in the cases they are connect- 
ed with were preserved, but the laymen of 
that body should take the decision of the 
matter into their own hands, and not allow 
the public interested to be subordinated to 
professional convenience and greed. | 

The most ardent advocate of the vroposi- 
tion will concede that a stenographic report 
of testimony is valuable only in case of ap- 
peal. A careful estimate shows that under 
this system of official reporting the extra 
cost to the taxpayers would be, basing the 


calculation upon cases actually appealed, 6180 


per case. Why should the general public be 
bled to that extent for the benefit of lawyers 
and litigants? As it is now, if the case is of 
sufficient importance to be appealed. the liti- 
gants themselves provide for it. Each law- 
yer should look out for his own chent, and 
not try to saddle the preliminary expense of 
appeal upon the taxpayers. The old adage 
about the dancer paying the piper applies in 
this case. 

But this bill has been so cunningly drawn 
that, besides imposing a heavy burden upon 
the tax-paying public, it also victimizes liti- 
gants. It is a sharp sword with a double 
edge. If an appeal is taken and the short- 
hand notes need to be transcribed the bill 
allows a charge of fifteen cents per 100 words 
for transcription, which is three times the 
rate allowed in Wisconsin. Either feature 
of this bill ought to be enough to condemn it 
and insure its ultimate defeat. 


* THE SOUTHERN BOOM COLLAPSING. 
Bradstreet’s has along array of special re- 
ports from twenty-three cities about the real- 
estate boom, the list including all the points 
that have been prominently mentioned in 
connection with the fever of the last few 
months. The conclusions drawn from the re- 
ports are that money has recently been re- 
turning from the speculative centres to the 
financial ones in good volume, this tact being 
noted as coincident with a check of the specu- 
lative fever at many points. Still, it is noted 
that prices of real estate continue strong, the 
tact indicating strength independent of out- 
side influences. Eastern citieS have shared 
in the improvement, though not exhibiting 
such advances as have been seen in the South 


‘and West. 


The “boom” started . last year, and 
the several places involved caught the infec- 
tion at various times between that and the 
setting in of last winter. From January to 
the beginning of this month the excitement 
was at its hight, and since then it appears to 
be slightly on the wane, as a whole, though 
some of the cities do not yet exhibit signs of 
decaaence. Possibly they will not for some 
time to. come. In the case of a few the nat- 
ural advantages are great and warranta 


large increase from the ruling prices of real 


estate a year or so ago. But it is doubtful if 
all of them have not beer boomed fully as 
much as the facts of the situation will bear, 
and there can be little doubt that in some 
cases the matter has been overdone. The 
shrewd ones who took hold early have made 
a good thing out of it,” and the alacrity with 
which they or their successors are now pro- 
posing to step back and give some one else a 
chance is at least suggestive that the top is 
not far off, if it be not passed already. It is 
only fair to say that those who take hold now 
run the risk of buying milk from which the

rid of at less than cost. 


NO NEED FOR A CONSTITUTIONAL CONVEN- 
TION 


The Judiciary Committee of the House at 
Springfield yesterday agreed to report favora- 
bly Mr. Fuller’s joint resolution providing 
for submission to popular vote of a prop- 
osition calling a constitutional convention in 
1890. This action is unwise. There is no 
need of a constitutional convention. To call 
one would imperil the best provisions of the 
fundamental law and entail a large uncalled- 
for expense. It is admitted by those propos- 
ing a new convention that they want one to 
be held mainly for the purpose of repealing 
the provisions of the present Constitution 
limiting the power of municipalities to incur 
bonded indebtedness, also the tax limitation 
clause, Still others want the provision 
against special legislation abrogated. It 
would be a misfortune to the State if either 
provision were eliminated. To repeal the tax 
or bond provision would be to encourage 
boodleism in every city, county, and town- 
ship of the State. To eliminate the special- 
legislation article would be to extend the 
power and increase the opportunities of the 
Springfield lobbyists and to reéstablish the 
control of corporation agents) and legislative 
drummers. It is curious to note that while 
some of our Illinois legislators are seeking the 
abrogation of the provisions referred to dhe 
people of New York State are preparing for 
a constitutional convention in order to incor- 
porate them in the fundamental law of that 
State. 

But some of the members say the Constitu- 
tion must be changed in order that the many 


| wants of Chicago may be provided for by 


legislation. The Constitution as it stands 
provides an easy and a safe way for-such 
change as may be deemed necessary. Sec. 2, 
Art. 14, provides that amendments may be 
proposed in “either House of the Geperal 
„Assembly, and if the same shall be voted. 
for by two-thirdsof all the members elected 
to each House such proposed amendments 
„Shall be submitted to the electors of the 
“State,” etc. This way of amending and 
improving the Constitution is cheap and sim- 
ple.

The constitutional convention not be- 
ing Wanted except by some people in Cook 
County, and their wants being met by the 
amendment quoted above, the dangerous ex- 
periment proposed by Mr. Fuller ought to be 
abandoned. 


A CHEYENNE paper presents some new ideas 
about the proposition to slaughter range cat 
tle on the plains and send the refrigerated 
carcasses to England. The principal element 
of weakness in the scheme 1s declared to lie 
in the fact hat, while cattle are plenty 
enough, few of them are sufficiently heavy to 
command favorable prices in the foreign mar- 
kets. The range cattle are not in the condi- 
tion required for profitable killing to send 
abroad, and a comparison of prices shows 
that, after allowing for expenses of trans- 
portation, etc., the thing wiil net a material 
loss. Something more than grass feed is 
needed to fatten cattle tothe point where their 
flesh will command a good price, and it would 
cost more to transport the extfa feed to 
the Western depot than to carry the animals 
to the place where they will be at home 
among the desired products of the soil. It 
may be added that the attempt was made 
more than a score of years ago by a Chicago 
packer to slaughter cattle in the Southern 
grazing grounds for shipment to Europe, but 
it was abandoned as not profitable. It is not 
always well to resolve to change the commer- 
cial current by radical measures, especially 
when such change could only be accom- 
plished by reversing some of the natural con- 
ditions which have determined the present 
channel of the stream.

concludes, the clansmen and Ministers retir- 


ing in order of precedence, to which great at- 
tention is paid, as a mistake in this matter is 
a very grave and unfortunate affair indeed. 
The mark which his Majesty makes with the 
red pencil is a thing which the greatest men 
in the State covet, and a document signed by 
his sacred hand would command almost any 
price by his subjects.

St. James’ Gazette: Messrs. Swan, Sonnen- 
schein & Co. have just issued a book of pain- 
ful interest. It is the “Life of Rosina, Lady 
Lytton: 
Memory.” The biographer is her Ladyship’s 
literary executor, Miss Louisa Devey. The 
following is a brief indication of the charac- 
ter of the work, which extends to 400 pages: 

The book opens with an interesting account 
of Miss Wheeler’s early life and surround- 
ings. She first met Bulwer at the house of a 
Miss Benger in 1825, and was struck with his 
dandified appearance. He had just re- 
turned from Paris, and was resplendent with 
French polish, so far as boots went. 
His cobweb cambric shirt-front was a 
triumph of lace and embroidery, a com- 
bination never seen in this country 
till six or seven years later, except on babies’ 
frocks. Studs, too, except in racing stables, 
were then non. est; but a perfect galaxy glit- 
tered along the milky way down the centre 
‘of this fairy-like lingerie. His hair, which 
was really golden, glitteringly golden and 
abundant, he wore literally in long ringiets 
that almost reached his shoulders.” Miss 
Wheeler did not fall so deeply in love with 
Bulwer as he, apparently, did with her. At 
all events, he paid her a large number of very 
inflated Spe. The end of it was that, 
after Miss Wheeler had twice refused him, 
they were married in day Bee 1827. It is 
alleged in this book that she ught her hus- 
band £300a year; but there is edmittedly 
some doubt on the point. It is also mentioned 
that she was only six months older than he; 
although he afterward succeeded in induc- 
ing numbers of his friends to believe that he 
had thrown himself away in boyhood upon a 
woman almost old enough to be his mother.“ 

The first “ incident“ of the married life-oc- 
curs about ten months after the wedding, 
“nearly a month before the birth of her 
daughter.“ Mrs.Bulwer ‘‘ was in the constant 
habit of assisting her husband as much as 
possible in his literary labors, and on that 
occasion had been helping him by getting 
down books from the library shelves. Worn 

out and exhausted one evening she had lain 
down on the sofa, when her lord and master 
ordered her to hand down another volume, 
and for that purpose to mount a step-ladder. 
‘Really, Edward,’ she said, ‘I cannot do 
more, I am so tired.’ In a sudden fit of fury 
he sprung to his feet and kicked her in the 
side with such 8 that she faint- 
ed from the pain.“ When the baby was born 
he put it out to nurse lest it should inter- 
fere with his domestic arrangements. In his 


wife’s time ‘to taken up by any d—d 
child.’” Mrs. Bulwer’s maid at this time,

or indeed any one except Bulwer and his 
wife, were present when this happened, and 
the story rests, therefore, upon the evidence 
of Mrs. Bulwer herself. Her record of this 
and other incidents, by the way, is in the 
somewhat curious. form of a series of letters 
addressed by the shade of Lord Byron” to 
the “rising and risen male generation of

In consequence of the carving-knife episode 
a separation was talked about. But it did not 
take place till some time afterward. In the 
spring of 1835 Bulwer took chambers for him- 
self in the Albany, and placed his wife and 
chil . m riery, Acton.

Berr Mrs. Bulwer kept a journal, from 
which copious extracts are given. They are 
very d — reading. The loneliness in 
which Bulwer left her engendered a morbid 
frame of mind. The journal is a curious mix- 
ture of forced gayety and gloomy complain- 
ings, with an undercurreut of contirmed cyn- 
icism. The end of it is quite tragic: 

Jan. 7.—Too ill to write. 

Feb. 20.—My jailer returned. with his ami- 
able epicurean debauché friend, Mr. F. V——, 
after a five weeks’ absence; and ill as I have 
been, too, he could not be here one day alone. 

March 1—From crying, coughing, and vio- 
lent agitation I have burst a small blood-ves- 
sel. O, my God! my God! when will You 
take me? . 

Very soon afterward the final rupture took 
place. Bulwer had promised to dine with his 
wife one evening at Berrymead. But at 9 
o’clock a me arrived that he was very ill 
and quite unable toleave his chambers. Mrs. 
Bulwer immediately started for London and 
surprised him under circumstances which re- 
suited in a formal separation. The deed,which 
is printed in full, gives Mrs. Bulwer £400 alyear 
for herself during Bulwer’s life and £50 each 
for her two children so longas Bulwer “ shall 
consent that each such child should remain 
with her. If at this time, as is alleged, Bul- 
wer's income was £3,000 or £4,000 a year, these 
allowances were certainly not extravagant. 
His wife speaks of the d as infamously 
potato crag and great blame is laid on her 
trustees, Sir Francis Hastings Doyle and Sir 
T. G. Cullum. June 14. 1836, Mrs. Bulwer, 
with her children, quitted rrymead for- 
ever. . : 

Now begins the most painful part of. the 
story. For nearly forty-six years was this 
unhappy. lady condemned to protract her 
weary and joyless existence,” perpetually 
harried by creditors and pursued by the re- 
lentless persecution of her husband, The

In 1839 Lady Bulwer (her 
husband had now been created a baronet) 
went to Paris, where Sir Edward’s brother 
Henry was Secretary of Legation.

A Conservative Estimate of Bergeon’s | 


Methed—Teeo Soon to Call it a Cure. 


If experience justifies the claims 
of M. Bergeon for his method of dealing with 


_this deadly foe to mankind, he will have illus- 


trated the saying of Horace: 

Exegi monumentum aere perennius. 
There is another name which should be 
associated with his in honor: that of Claud 
Bernard, since his experiments thirty years 


ago laid the foundation for this present dis- 
covery. 

Itis not likely that in this or any other 
form of treatment will be found a cure for all 
cases of pulmonary phthisis. Yet such are 
the results already gained in numerous cases 
by the rectal administration of carbon dioxide 
charged with sulphureted hydrogen as 
to ex the ‘ physician, who does not 
try itin any given case of consumption, to 
the charge of culpable negiigence. There- 
fore, tho the — * of our readers are 
probably familiar with this novel treatment 
through descriptions published in this and 
other journals, we pro to state a few 
points for the sake of anyone who may 
chance to desire enlightenment. Full descri 
tions of the apparatus and the methods of i 
employmentare to be found in the British 
Medical Journal of Dec. 18, 1886, ana the Med- 
ical News of April 2, 1887, besides various 
French journals, and a pamphlet published by 
M. Morel, Bergeon’s assistant, 

The results claimed by the inaugurator of 
the method and his colaborers, by Cornil, 
Chantemesse, De la Roche, physicians in 
Geneva, Marseilles, Philadelphia, this city, 
and elsewhere, competent observers, 
are strikingly in accord—viz., a low- 
ering of the temperatu lessening 
of the sweating, cough, and expectora- 
tion, a feeling of being well, improve- 
ment of appetite and consequent gain in 
strength and weight. This improvement of 
symptoms is manifested, moreover, so soon 
that Bergeon says the patients may be con- 
sidered convalescent oftentimes in from fif- 
teen to twenty days. Is it strange, then, that 
the laity and profession alike are being car- 
ried away by enthusiasm? What other line 
of treatment is there that will accomplish as 
much and in so short a time, if at all? More- 
over, Bergeon, Cornil, and others cite cases 
in which ail symptoms of disease have disap- 
only signs remain indica- 
tive of once active, but- now qui- 
escent pulmonic lesions. Furthermore, 
M. Chantemesse has reported his treat- 
ment as strikingly efficient in allaying par- 
oxysms of asthma. It is said to mitigate the 
severity of whooping-cough, as well as to ab- 
breviate the duration of the disease. Chron- 
ic bronchitis is also favorably influenced, 
while septicemia and other blood diseases 
dependent upon the presence of germs are 
likewise amenable to this method of thera- 
peutics. Enemata of carbonic acid 22 
charged with hydrogen sulphide are said to 
be tolerated without ill effects to the patient 
if 1 given.

ing such fively hopes. Such are the 
effects in which optimists see the long 
sought cure for consumption. We frankly 
own they are flattering, and repeat our asser- 
tion above, that they are such as to render 
ö 1 guilty of negligence to- 
wa is patients if he does not try the 
method in suitable cases. : 

Is there, however, no other side of the pic- 
ture? Are there no considerations which 
render the treatment inadmissible in certain 
cases? Assuredly, and the conservative ele- 
ment in the profession is beginning to direct 
attention to thése. It is not denied that al- 
most miraculous amelioriation of synip- 
toms has followed the treatment 
in numerous instances. Nevertheless, 
since bacilh are still found in the scanty 
expectoration of patients in whom disease 
appears to have been arrested, it is claimed 
quite justly that a cure cannot be said to ex- 
ist. Again, cases are on record in which the 
treatment was not well borne. Indeed, M. 
Wiss of Geneva cites three Gases in which it 
was not at all. well tolera the patients 
dying inside of two months from the begin- 
ning of the treatment. One of them was a 
man aged 40, in whom it produced such se- 
vere colic and diarrhea that it had to be 
abandoned at the end of a month. In this in- 
stance n himself superimtended the 
treatments. Dr. Osler of Philad elphi 
in some comments upon this meth 
before e Philadelphia County Med- 
ical Society, mentions one case the 
Philadelphia Hospital who nearly expired 
after the first administration of the 
charged with a mixture of carbon bisulphide 
and sulphureted hydrogen. M. de la Roche 
of Lyons has also reported a case in which 
the treatment produced intense colicky pains, 
but in this there were hemorrhoids and fis- 
sure of the anus. These are sufficient to 
render caution necessary. Dela Roche fur- 
thermore thinks the treatment inadmissible 
when both lungs are extensively destroyed. 
The reason is clear; the lungs would be able 
to eliminate the gas but slowly, and unless 
the injections were made very  grad- 
ually a degree of distension of 
the vowel would be roduced which 
might seriously, perhaps fatally, embarrass 
the limited respiratory capacity remaining to 
the patient. Finally, in cases of intestinal 
ulceration, a rash degree of distension might 
cause rupture of the weakened bowel. 

Such are the considerations which dispel 
the sora thrown about this new method by 

istic supporters and make its indis- 
criminate application by advertising charla- 
tans dangerous. This view of the case also 
should be set before the press of the country, 
lest enthusiastic, unscientific, and exagger- 
ated reports of the success of the method 
arouse hopes never to be realized, if indeed 
nothing more serious should result. It 
is too soon for this treatment to 
characterized as a cure for consumption, as 
itis being heraided by the quacks and the 
press. It must first be tested critically and 
established upon a scientific basis. To this 
end M. Cornil has instituted a series of care- 
ful experiments upon tubercularized animals, 
to ascertain if this treatment possesses mi- 
crobicidal virtues, or whether its effects are 
due solely to the power of disinfecting tne 
roducts of suppuration within the lungs. 
he profession awaits with .interest the re- 
sults of these experiments. Itis to be hoped 
that Bergeon’s method may not share the 
fate of so many other vaunted weapons 
against this dire disease. Meanwhile a word 
of caution to the wise is sufficient.

Singular Customs at Weddings—Dancing at 
„ the Chureh Door. 

When the young couple go to church the 
day after the wedding they are met at the 
church door by a group of masked figures 
who surround them, singing and hooting, 
and piayfully endeavor to separate the 
young matron from her husband. If they 
succeed in so doing, then he must win her. 
back in a hand-to-hand fight with his adver- 
saries, or else he must give a piece of money 
as her ransom. In general it is considered 
a bad omen for the married life of the young 
couple if the wife be separated from her 
husband on this occasion; therefore it 
is customary for the young husband to take 
his stand close by the church door while his 
wife is praying within and then be ready to 
catch hold of her as soon as she steps outside. 
For greater precaution, the man often holds 
her round the waist with both hands during 
the dance, which immediately takes place be- 
fore the church and at which they assist 
merely as spectators, taking no active part, 
as it is not considered seemly to dance in the 
church attire. o 

As commonly several couples are married 
at the same time, it is usual foreach separate 
wedding-party to bring its own band of 
music, and dance thus independently of the 
others. On the occasion of a triple wedding 
Ilateiy witnessed, it was very amusipg to
